Brief Episodes in Ferly American History and Masonic Leadership Pg.2 


Many Masons have been leaders, and many great leaders have been 
Masons. The leading men concerned in establishing this great Republic 
as a nation were members of the Masonic Fraternity - Paul Revere, who 
rode to Concord; Robert Newman, wac nung the signal lantern in the 014 
North Church (who in 1802 became sentinel of Boston Commandery #2);and 
William Dawes, whe gave the alarm in Roxbury - were all Masons. Major 
General Joseph Warren was the first K.T. to yield up his life at the 
Battle of Bunker Hill; other leaders in the Revolution were: James Otis, 
the Bostonian, Patrick Henry, the Virginian, and Josiah Quincey who | 
joined with Revere in laying the plans for the Revolution at the Green 
Dragon Inn» ah 

The Boston Tea Party was planned in a résidence of a Mason( sbe 
"Masons as makers of America" by Madison C. Peters), and its descent 
upon the ships at T Wharf was led by members of Sty Andrews Lodge, head- 
ed by Paul Revere, a junior officer of the Lodge; of the 56 signers of 
the Declaration of Independence, 50 were Masons. Of the 55 forming the 
first Constitutional Convention,50 were Masons. The first President was 
a Mason, and all 13 Governors of the 13 original states were Masons. 

Of the 29 Major Generals in Washington's Army, 20 were Masons; of the 
60 Brigadier Generals in his Army, 59 were Masons. Only one - Stephen 
Moylan - was without Masonic degrees. Robert Morris was the early fi- 
nancler of the Revolution; when his funds were exhausted, Haym Salomon, 
a Polish Jew of Philadelphia, gave $650,000, to the support ef America 
in the great struggle. 

Let us pause for a moment and reflect upon what Washington and his 
men had to undergo in order to establish this great Republic of ours, 

The battles between the Continental and British armies in the Fall 
of 1777, at Brandywine and Germantown, left the British in possession 
of Philadelphia, and forced General Washington to seek winter quarters 
at a comparatively safe but strategic distance. He chose tha Valley 
Forge area where he could prevent British General Howe from making raids 
into the Pennsylvania farm and munitions country. He led his ragged 
army of 11,000 men into Valley Forge Dec. 19, 1777, without baggage or 
adequate supplies. All able-bodied men set to work cutting logs and 
building some 900 cabins (some of which have been reproduced in original 
locations). Food, clothing and medical supplies were terribly scarce. 
Lack of these, and the rigors of winter, contributed toward the death 
of over 3,000 men, a tragically high percentage of casualties. Of the 
more than 3,000 men who died at Valley Forge, all were buried in un- 
marked graves except one, Lieutenant John Waterman of Rhode Island, 
whose grave is near the obelisk on the Grand Parade. 

By Spring of 1778 the fare of "firecake and water for breakfast and 
water and fire-cake for dinner" was improved by the receipt of food and 
clothing, and the morale of the men was lifted by the benign leadership 
of General Washington and the skillful work of General VonSteuben in 
welding the army into an effective military unit. 

On May 6, 1778, announcement of the French Alliance signified the 
assistance of France with supplies and money. 

The winter at Valley Forge saw the depths of despair in the Revolu- 
tionary effort, but the Spring which followed brought the sunshine of 
hope and determination, When the British army suddenly evacuated Phil- 
adelphia on dune 18.1778, to join other elements of tle British army in 
New York, General. Washington broke camp immediately. He evacuatec Vai- 
ley Forge the following day in pursuit of the British, whom he overwok 
at Monmouth Court House, N.J. waere an indecisive engagements took place, 
However the Continental Army had pessed thru its "Valley Forge" end nad 
become a fighting,sggressive American Army,destined to liberste our 
country and give us the previous heritage of Freedom.
